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“Free” Spending Comes High 


Under the new federal legislation, a 
money-lender who charges, interest in- 
cluded, more than 12 per cent on the 
money loaned, must secure a_ license. 
These are said to number thousands, 
perhaps tens of thousands. 

That is a reflection on the improvi- 
dence of the public. By establishing cre- 
dit unions, people who choose to save 
some of their earnings can secure loans 
when required at a fraction of the cost. | 
By investing savings in worth while se- 
curities they can establish a line of credit 
at a bank against the day of need, and 
get loans at small expense. Some, of | 
course, earn too little to save anything, | 
and these fall victims to loan sharks 
when adversity comes. But a greater | 
number fall victims because they choose 
to spend their entire incomes when they 
are earning, instead of putting part away 
for the “rainy day”. 

The prospect of being gouged to the 
extent of 2 per cent a month, if circum- 
stances should arise in which ready cash 
will be needed, is surely unpleasant enough 
to inspire anyone who is earning maney to 
put some of it where it will keep, and | 
provide a basis for a loan, if a loan should | 
ever be required to meet an emergency. 


Prevention Better Than Loss 


Now that hard fighting, and timely 
rains, have brought the forest fires under 
control, it is in order to consider means to 
prevent another outbreak when dry wea- 
ther next fall or next spring shall provide 
the favorable conditions. Some of the 
damage, it is said, was done because fires 
which were started by settlers to clear 
land got out of hand. It should be pos- 
sible to devise regulations and make ar- 
rangements under which brush-burning 
could be done safely. It would even be 
good business to spend some public 
money to have the burning done in a sys- 
tematic way, with plenty of men on hand 
to keep each bonfire under control. Bet- 
ter that than lose valuable timber every 
year and have to spend public money or 
privately-contributed money to re-estab- 
lish burned-out families. 

As land has to be cleared before it can 
be cropped, the frontier settler is under 
temptation to burn brush when the burn- | 
ing is good; and is not greatly to be blam- 
ed for taking chances. But that is a dan- 
gerous practice on the fringe of wood- 
land and where the settler and his family 
are the only persons available to help pre- 
vent the flames spreading. Brush-burn- 
ing gangs with proper equipment, making 
periodic trips through pioneer settle- 
ments, would free the settler from temp- 


tation to start fires on his own, make 
regulations enforceable, and probably save 
more than they would cost. 


Benito to Adolf? 


One guess is as good as another as to 
the significance and outcome of the “po- | 
litical and military accord” to be signed 
by Chancellor Hitler and Premier Musso- 
lini, The finesse with which they have | 
been playing the game of international | 
brigandage without written agreement 
Suggests there must be a reason for now 
translating the former “understanding” 
into a hard and fast pledge of mutual sup- 
port. 

What this reason is would be plain if 
it were known which of the partners 
wanted the coniract. Hitler wants back- 
ing, without any doubt or room for eva- 
sion, in his plot to grab Danzig and try 
for a slice of the Polish corridor. But 
Mussolini is not interested in the Baltic 
litorral, and stands to lose much and gain 
nothing if Hitler should drag him into a 
war by attacking Poland. 

If Hitler dictated the terms, the alli- 
ance predicts a further tensing of the 
European situation, perhaps the launch- 
ing of a sudden onslaught on the Poles. 
But Mussolini must be getting rather 
tired playing a second role, and is quite as 
likely to have demanded the alliance be- 
cause that will give him a right to call a 
halt when he is not prepared to risk 
everything with no gain in sight.

A Central Mortgage Bank 


The Dominion Government, Mr. Dun- 
ning stated during the course of his bud- 
get speech, is planning to establish a 
central mortgage bank. The bill for this 
purpose was introduced in parliament on 
Saturday. Unfortunately the plan will 
not be operative in this province because 
provincial legislation already exists here 
for the readjustment of mortgage debts. 
To make the federal plan apply in Al- 
berta would compel companies willing to 
accept its restrictions to readjust exist- 
ing mortgage debts twice. Unless the 
provincial legislation is suspended, Al- 
bertans will thus be barred from the new 
set-up that is to govern mortgage lend- 
ing in future. 

The proposal, Mr. Dunning said, is 
“Primarily in the interest of agriculture 
but for the benefit of the urban home- 
owner as well. First, we are attempting 
to deal with the immediate problem of 
excessive and harassing indebtedness by 
providing for an adjustment of existing 
mortgages on an equitable basis which 
will inspire new hope in the debtor. Sec- 
ondly, we are trying to find a solution for 
a longer run problem by encouraging the 
revamping of the while financial struc- 
ture which has been built up to provide 
long term mortgage credit. In this way 
we hope to put mortgage lending on a new 
basis, which will be not only stronger but 
also more flexible, more economical and 
more equitable”. 

Alberta is certainly one part of Can- 
ada where excessive and harassing in- 
debtedness needs to be readjusted, and 
where there is immediate, urgent and 
growing need for some kind of a mort- 
gage-finance structure flexible enough to 
get loan-money out of.

The Only Way To Safety 


F. J. C. Hearnshaw in The Nineteenth 
Century, London. 

The only possible way of safety is a close and 
comprehensive Triple Alliance of the three men- 
aced democracies. Each should be pledged to 
come to the help of either of the other if attacked. 

But this mere defensive alliance for mutual 
protection is not enough. For the menace of the 
totalitarian States is not merely a menace to the 
territorial status quo. It is a menace to every 
principle of law and order in the world, It is the 
challenge of might to right, of violence to reason, 
of barbarism to civilization, of the argument of 
force to the force of argument. 

Japan may have had cause of complaint 
against China, but it is intolerable that acting 
as judge in her own case, she should seek redress 
by wholesale massacre and spoilation. Italy may 
have had legitimate grievances in respect of 
Abyssinia, but every principle of justice was out- 
raged by her arbitrary and merciless method of 
removing them. Germany may have had 
ground to protest against the treatment of the 
Sudeten Teutons by the Government of Czecho- 
Slovakia, but her violent coercion and dismem- 
berment of that unhappy State had no sort of 
relation to the redress of any legitimate griev- 
ance. 

In every case the alleged removal of wrong 
has resulted in the inflicting of wrongs immeas- 
urably vaster; it has involved the supersession 
of the methods of law by the methods of lawless 
violence. There can be no future peace or 
security in the world until the reign of law is 
re-established. 


Are We Getting Jittery? 


Are we all getting jittery? 

On Tuesday Earl Stanhope, British First Lord 
of the Admiralty, made a speech saying that the 
British Navy had been manned “‘so as to be ready 
for anything.” It was not, come to think of it, 
a strange thing to say, seeing that the British 
Navy, and especially in times like these, is fairly 
likely to be ready for mostly anything, anyway. 
Yet scarcely had Earl Stanhope spoken than the 
wires and cables were flashing his words to the 
ends of the earth, with wild rumor, as always, 
riding fast behind. Thus in Ottawa, between 
dinner hour and midnight on Tuesday, people 
were going about saying that the British navy 
had been “called out,” that something terrible 
had happened or was about to happen. 

Not helping much was the effort of Prime 
Minister Chamberlain to suppress Earl Stan- 
hope’s speech. Early editions of British news- 
papers carried what the First Lord had said; all 
that subsequent denials and attempts at sup- 
pression could do was to add doubt to fear; to 
spread the reports farther and faster. 

Earl Stanhope, of course, might have been 
more guarded in his speech; might have remem- 
bered that in times like these the words of the 
head of the British Navy are watched pretty 
carefully, carry a tremendous signifiicance. 
Nerves and minds aren't normal; the calmest of 
people, ordinarily, are likely to be “jumpy.” 

Yet this incident (which just piled something 
more on the shoulders of poor Mr. Chamberlain) 
should be a warning to people to try to avoid 
wild conclusions on the basis of reports and 
rumors. After all, if there had developed sud- 
denly a situation such as people thought must 
have developed because of Ear] Stanhope’s state- 
ment, there would be some more authoritative 
news about it than a speech from the First Lord 
of the Admiralty. The British Government is 
not going to permit a war to start without telling 
the public about it.—Ottawa Journal, 


Is It Necessary? 


There is hardly a court case but points a 
lesson, and frequently the lesson has to do with 
lack of preparation for the responsibilities of life. 
There are many at loose ends téday because of 
lack of training for something specific. The call 
today is for trained men. The unskilled worker, 
the man we once knew as “laborer,” is in little 
demand. 

A court hearing at Saskatoon the other day 
when three young men up for burglary and 
theft were, at their own request, given peniten- 
tiary rather than jai] sentences so that they might 
learn trades as provided in the penitentiary sys- 
tem, directed attention to this lack of prepara- 
tion for life’s responsibilities. One of the young 
men hadn't gone beyond the first grade in school. 
Another had left school at grade two. There is 
sympathy for the down-and-out individual but 
whoever may throw away opportunities for edu- 
cation and training for life generally must bear 
in mind that he is qualified for little other than 
being a liability to society, 

There is in Canada much in the way of op- 
portunity for training in sundry walks of life. 
The Dominion and the provinces have been 
offering one scheme after another for qualify- 
ing youth in trades and callings. Technical 
schools abound. Is it necessary that one should 

to ask for a penitentiary sentence in order 
to learn a trade? One may wonder if facilities 
for training outside of penitentiary have been 
made anything like the use of that might be 
made. Hazes ambition been lacking? “Is the 
“drifter” class doing all it might to get onto a 
more stable keel in life?—Regina Leader-Post,

Sunk Without Trace 


Editor, Bulletin: It is now 100 
years since what has been termed 
responsible or parliamentary gov- 
ernment, was set up in Canada. But 
we have never had_ responsible 
parliamentary govérnment at any 
time. On the contrary, Canada 
adapted the type of political party 
government in existence in Great 
Britain—when she began her own 
housekeeping—but also kept an eye 
on the kind of political party gov- 
ernment practised in the United 
States and finally degenerated from 
the British brand of party politics 
to that closer home, until today, 
there is no trace left in our present 
political set-up of parliamentary 
government. 

Parliamentary government in 
England dates from a short time 
previous to 1295. At that time the 
towns and shires sent their repre- 
sentatives to form a parliament to 
tun the affairs of the nation in the 
interests of the people. Thus started 
parliamentary government. Previ- 
ous to this, king and barons ran the 
whole show—as now. The people 
had no say. 

These representatives of the peo- 
ple represented their own home 
constituency firstly, and the nation 
at large, secondly. There was no 
political party to maintain; there 
was no political party axe to grind; 
they were single-minded people 
with only the interests of the people 
at heart. They were not controlled, 
when in parliament, by a party 
which usurped the authority of the 
people as jis the case today. 

Parliamentary government in 
England continued until 1716, when 
party government came into being 
and has remained until now. The 
people of Canada for nearly 100 
years have put up with the same 
humbug form of government. 
Where is there any shred of govern- 
ment by the people In our present 
mock parliament. 

This mock parliament has be- 
come the tool of a few self-consti- 
tuted, self-appointed ministers. 
They are not appointed by parlia- 
ment as they should be. These 
self-constituted ministers domineer 
and dominate parliament so that 
the entire party on the govern- 
ment side has to do the bidding 
of these ministers. 

There must be an awakening of 
the Canadian people to establish 
in Canada what it has never had— 
a parliamentary system of govern- 
ment free from political party in- 
fluence.

We are convinced that the 
high duties levied by America burt 
her more than they do us and that 
we should merely injure ourselves 
by attempting to retaliate. If we had

Pernicious anemia is a blood con- 
dition characterized by a reduction | 
in the number of red blood cells. | 

In a blood sample from a healthy 
person, the red blood cells run 
about 5 million in the male and 
about 4% million in the female, In 
pernicious anemia there may be a/| 
drop to 2 million or less. 

The symptoms of pernicious an- 
emia may be divided up into turee 
groups; in the first group are those 
directly due to the changes in the 
blood itself. These are weakness, 
easy fatigue, pallor of the skin and 
shortness of breath. While the skin 
may be pale, in some oases this | 
pallor is changed into a lemon tint. 

In the second group are the} 
symptoms referred to the gastro- 
intestinal tract, that is, the stomach | 
and intestines. The patient may | 
complain of poor appetite, vomit- 
ing, digestive distress, and either 
diarrhea or constipation. There may 
be considerable soreness of the! 
tongue and the tongue itself may | 
have a peculiar “smoothed-out” ap- 
pearance, as though it had been 
burned with a hot iron. Usually 
the hydrochloric acid which should 
be secreted by the healthy stom- 
ach is either absent altogether or | 
markedly reduced, 

In the third group are the symp- 
toms coming from changes in the 
nervous system. These include 
such symptoms as tingling of the/| 
hands and feet together with 
numbness, end later symptoms 


cles, and rigidity of these muscles. | 
Treatment may not completely re- | 
move the nervous symptoms but | 
uSually it is capable of controlling | 
them to an extent where the pa- 


provement. , 

In the diagnosis of pernicious | 
anemia, the most helpful aid is a/| 
laboratory examination of a blood | 
sample. In a typical case, the| 
blood count will show that the red 
cells are below normal, and will | 
also show that these red cells are | 
irregular as to shape. The hemo- 
globin, or red coloring matter in 
the cells, will be relatively high, 
producing what is known as a high 
color index. 

In the untreated case, it is usual | 
for the patient to have periods 
when he seems to get better, dur- 
ing which times the red cells in-| 
crease in number up to 3 or 4 mil- | 
lion, alternating with periods when 
the disease is more active and 
when the red cells drop. 

The diagnosis during one of 
these active stages is not very dif- | 
ficult and the laboratory examina- 
tion of the blood, the finding thet 
the stomach is not secreting hydro- 
chloric acid, and the accompanying 
pallor of the skin and numbness 
and tingling of the legs, together 
with the soreness of the tongue, all 
yield valuable clues es to the real 
nature of the trouble 

Whenever a patient writes in 
that he is having trouble digesting 
his food, that the tongue 1s sore, | 
that he is very weak and cannot) 
gain eny strength, and that the 
legs are weak and tingle, I suggest 
that a blood count be obtained 
This is the safest plan, as it assures 
the finding of the pernicious an- 


Fortunately, the modern treat- 
ment methods it is now possible to 
contro] the symptoms and build up 
the blood satisfactorily. The appe- 
tite cornes back and generally be- 
tween the fifth and seventh week 
the blood is normal and the patient

The Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Tribute to His Majesty 


KING GEORGE the SIXTH 


| 


Impressively mounted and awaiting the arrival of the King and 
} Queen in Winnipeg are two proud elk heads and two rare black 
| beaver skins. This is the historic rent which the Governor and 

Company of Adventurers of England trading into Hudson Bay 
| promised to pay to King Charles II. The tribute was stipulated in 
the Royal Charter of May 2nd, 1670 but it was to be paid only 
when the King or his heirs or successors came to the Company's 
territory. Royal visits to the Canadian west and north being infre- 
quent, the rent is now being given for the second time in 269 years, 
the first occasion having been when the Prince of Wales came 
to Winnipeg in 1927. 


Both elks and beaver are choice specimens. The beaver are gleam- 
ing dark, the pick of 16,000 skins in the Company's London auction 
rooms. The elk heads are mounted on massive oaken shields from 
which the antlers spread for ten feet. Their total weight is something 
over 200 pounds, and as the many-pointed antlers make them 
awkward to handle, their presence will probably be merely 
indicated to His Majesty when the Governor of the Company, 
P. Ashley Cooper, officiates at the formal ceremony of paying the 
tribute. The fact that the rent was awkward was probably 
unknown to those who drafted the original Charter, none of whom 
had ever seen an elk. Why elks and beaver were chosen to be 
the tribute remains a mystery today, It is a fair guess that both 
animals were common about the bottom of Hudson Bay when the 
Company's first ship, the "Nonsuch” anchored there in 1668. Their 
ancient coat-of-arms carried beaver and elk symbols. A silver 
plate beneath each elk head bears the following inscription: 
“Yielded and paid to His Majesty King George the Sixth by the 
Governor and Company of Adventurers of England trading into 

Hudson Bay under the terms of their Charter granted by King 
Charles the Second and to their first Governor Prince Rupert 2nd, 
May 1670. Winnipeg, Canada, 24th May, 1939.”

At least 11 per- 
sons died, 260 were injured and 
more than 30 were missing. 


The celluloid factory, in the 
suburb of Momamezawa, blew up 
first. Fire spread to the chemical

the Grads and the Cleveland Nokolds tangle here Saturday 

night for the Underwood international challenge trophy, it will 

mark the 16th anniversary of the Grads becoming international and world 

champions—and it was a Cleveland team that they won this title from, 
the Favorite Knits back in 1923. 

With a situation like that, you have to roll back history for a minute. 
The Bulletin sport pages of that time give a picture of the historic series 
that has a lot of quaint highlights. The series, considered a stupendous 
gamble in those days, was the product of the fertile brain of Deacon 
White. It was only after the Grads had whipped the mighty London 
Shamrocks in two straight games here for the dominion title and received 
fine public support that the decision was reached to take a chance and 
guarantee Cleveland $1,800 for two games for the international title. 


The Cleveland team was made up almost entirely of German girls 
who had come from Germany to work in the knitting mills at Cleve- 
land. They had beaten every team in the United States and trimmed 
the London girls to boot. 


While the Favorite Knits of 1923 introduced international competition 
here in girls’ basketball, they also introduced something that was even 
more sensational—rolled stockings, bare knees and rather close fitting 
bloomers that failed to cover the said knees by at least three full inches! 
Shelp me, it was absolutely breath-taking! 


But if the invading girls were just a trifie bold in their dress, 
Edmonton's staunch pillars of respectability gazed with full approval 
on the Grads. They had bloomers what were bloomers. There was 
nothing skimpy about them. One psir of them contained enough cloth 
te cover an entire team in the present day style.

unknown scribe soared to breath-taking heights when he declared 
that every time one Cleveland gal, Wagemaker was her name, jumped for 
the ball she looked “like Aphrodite rising from the sea foam”.
